Thomas Earl Martin Dies 


Dr. Thomas Earle Martin ’22, 
mayor of Guntersville and a 
member of the Auburn Univer- 
sity Board of Trustees, died in 
Mobile on April 21 while attend- 
ing the annual convention of the 
Alabama League of Municipali- 
ties. 

Dr. Martin, mayor of Gunters- 
ville for 15 years, was a member 
of the city’s governing body for 
23 years and a leading physician 
for 41 years. 

Born in Plantersville, he en- 
tered Auburn in mechanical en- 
gineering but transferred to pre- 
medicine after an influenza epi- 
demic convinced him that he 
wanted to be a doctor. He later 
graduated from Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity Medical School in 1925 
and spent a year in South Amer- 
ica as a company doctor for a 
fruit company before coming to 
Guntersville in 1928. 

In 1946 he was elected to the 
Guntersville city commission, 
and remained in public service 
until the time of his death. He 
was instrumental in initiating 
many public improvements, in- 
cluding public housing and water 
and street improvements. 

An ardent Auburn supporter 
and fan of its football teams, Dr. 
Martin was appointed a member 
of the Board of Trustees by Gov. 
Lurleen Wallace. He was also a 
life member of the Auburn 
Alumni Association and a mem- 
ber of the Greater Auburn Fund. 
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Dr. Martin’s funeral was the 
first in Guntersville’s history to 
be broadcast over the radio, The 
broadcast was for the benefit of 
Dr. Martin’s many elderly pa-~ 
tients who were unable to at- 
tend the funeral. 

Survivors include his widow, 
Mrs. Celia Dean Martin; three 
daughters, Mrs. Betty Deininger 
of Montgomery, Mrs. Celia Nor- 
ris Patrick of Atlanta, and Miss 
Sarah Elizabeth Martin of Mem- 
phis; a son, Pudney Martin of 
New Hope; his mother, Mrs. vi he 
M. Martin, Sr., of Plantersville; 
a sister, Mrs. Thomas M. York 
of Thomasville; two haif-broth- 
ers, T. M. Martin, Jr., and W. R. 
Martin, both of Plantersville; two 
half-sisters, Mrs. Helen M. Duf- 
fel of Marion, and Mrs. Evelyn 
Snow of Georgia, and ten grand- 
children.

Pharmacy Symposium 


Studies Drug Abuse 


Why are youth, at younger and younger ages, and in 


more and more localities, 
scene’’? 


A distinguished panel of drug 
experts attempted to give some 
answers at the second annual 
Drug Abuse Symposium spon- 
sored last month by the School 
of Pharmacy at Auburn, 

“We are a pill-popping socie- 
ty,” said Dr. L. A. Larson, asso- 
ciate professor of psychiatry at 
the University of Florida, ‘with 
television telling us to get instant 
tranquilizers, instant elation. Wé 
are taught to take pills. for any 
pain. 

“Society has created very lit- 
tle in terms of improved person- 
to-person relationships, yet we 
are conquering space and turn- 
ing out millions of automobiles 
every year. Youth may be say- 
ing, ‘I want to get off your 
world’.” 


Times Change 


Times have changed, Dr. Lai- 
son continued, and today, es- 
pecially at the high school and 
elementary level, taking drugs 
appears the thing to do, The very 
young are “turning on” for kicks. 

Larson discussed several ad- 
verse psychological reactions, in- 
cluding the “bad trip” with LSD 
or the “bummer” with mari- 
juana, saying “both can easily be 
{treated with kindness and medi- 
cation.” Prolonged “trips” or 
“highs” can also be treated, he 
said, as can the “flash-back” or 
a trip or portion of the high state 
that reoccurs. 

More difficult to treat are the 
deterioration of the ego function, 
decreased attentive and retentive 
ability, time and space concept, 
decreased motivation and the loss 
of physical coordination. 

Also on the program of the 
School of Pharmacy sponsored 
symposium was Dr. Carl J. Reh- 
ling, state toxicologist, who said 
the rise in drugs “has been phe- 
nomenal over the last few years 
and in the variety of drugs being 
used, Marijuana cases have risen 
in the past 12 to 15 months more 
than over the past ten years, 
with the form varied to prevent 
detection.” 

In ante and post mortem cases,

Dr. Rehling sees drugs today in 
more potent dosages, with no 
uniform action to average per- 
sons, 

George L. McKee, Alabama 
narcotic agent, talked about law 
enforcement and said he couid 
not arrest any person unless the 
suspect was in possession of il- 
legal drugs. 


Penalties Stiff 


Penalties in the state are stiff, 
McKee pointed out, discussing a 
law on amphetamines and bar- 
bituates which was passed by the 
’*67 ~legislature. He said agents 
often run up against counterfeit 
drugs, where milk, chalk or caf- 
feine are sold for the real thing. 

In a question and answer per- 
iod, Auburn’s Dr. A. Jack 
Turner said that a recent study 
revealed that only nine per cent 
of Auburn’s students took am- 
phetamines, compared to a na- 
tional college average of 25 per 
cent. “This probably means they 
are taking less of other drugs, 
oo,” Dr. Turner said. 

“Amphetamines are used or 
begun. to keep students awake 
while cramming for exams. They 
may learn more, but only be- 
cause they’re studying longer. 

“Education is the answer,” Dr. 
Turner believes, to combat drug 
abuse. “We have to break the 
hypocritical cycle. What can you 
expect of youth when their el- 
ders are hooked on bourbon, cig- 
‘arettes and aspirin?”

Prof. Frank Applebee, after nearly half a century of ser- 
vice to Auburn University, retired June 1 as head professor 


of the Department of Art, 


Applebee was first hired to 
teach art to ‘students in’ the-

body totalling 1,700 students. In 
1932, Prof. Applebee was named 
head professor, with two instruc- 
tors to help him. 

Today, the Department of Art 
boasts 225 majors and serves sev- 
eral hundred other students in 
the School of Architecture and 
Fine Arts and the School of Ed- 
ucation.

Under Applebee’s supervision, 
a Master of Fine Arts program 
was begun in 1951, and the Bacn- 
elor of Arts is now awarded for 
both fine arts and visual design.

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Here And There 


Let Us Not Coddle

It may be that the most serious difficulties of 
‘our society are arising from a very human un- 
willingness to accept the limitations of the hu- 
man condition. Somehow a large portion of us 
have reached the firm conviction that all human 
ills are simply problems subject to solution by 
the steady application of the 
proper formulae. And, quite 
naturally, we are impatient 
with any obstruction to the 
attainment of a perfect society 
and the realization of personal 
bliss. 

Now let us admit that this 
attitude springs initially from 
a natural impulse that is fruit- 
ful of much good. Idealism 
and the reforming ardor that 
accompanies it are characteristic of youth. Who 
among us, no matter how old, does not remem- 
ber a youthful vision of rising to some position 
of influence from which he would rectify the 
consequences of errors of his benighted elders? 
And who among us would deny that such dream- 
ing is a healthful thing first for the individual, 
who gains from it a sense of personal identity 
and the motivation to strive for excellence, and 
second for society, which receives from it a con- 
stant renewal of the inspiration to improve the 
world in which we live? And who among us 
dares assert without fear of contradiction that 
our society and world cannot stand some im- 
provement? 

The questions are, I trust, sufficiently rhe- 
torical that the implicit answer—‘None!”—is ob- 
vious. But having made this important admis- 
sion, let us note that our original thesis concerns 
not simply this natural impulse. of youth in its 
pristine purity but a perversion of it that is char- 
acteristic of revolutionary societies. For only in 
a revolutionary society, or in one where utopian 
revolution is dangerously incipient, does one find 
widespread the notion that precedent, tradition, 
history, and all art except the most contemporary 
are irrelevant “for our life and time.” Only an 
idealistic revolutionary of the most unrealistic 
sort ever survives youth very long without some 
chastened realization of human imperfectibility 
that comes to him, if from no other source, 
through honest recognition of his own proclivity 
to fall repeatedly short of his own ideals. 

Now, without pretending to comprehend — 
much less to explain—all the complex causes 
that foster the utopian revolutionary spirit, I 
submit that any suggestion that it arises simply 
from an inflamed sense of injustice, or pure 
youthful idealism, or both combined, is gross 
oversimplification. For among any given group 
of professed revolutionaries, there always is a 
considerable number of phonies, youthful and 
adult. And so it is in America today. 

Actually, the professed revolutionaries in 
America today are still not numerous enough to 
frighten me very much if it were not for the fact 
that so many of us appear willing to coddle them. 
And that willingness to coddle them seems to 
arise out of our unwillingness to accept that some 
suffering, some conflict, and some frustration are 
inescapable components of our human lot—that 
there just aren’t any formulae for absolute free- 
dom of speech, perfect justice, or indestructible 
social security for every individual. 

Of course, this fact about the human condition 
should not prevent our striving for a more nearly 
perfect justice, for greater personal freedom, and 
for some reasonable modicum of social security

A Man Of Principle 


On April 8, 1969, Dr. Franklin T. McCann, an 
Auburn professor of English for more than twen- 
ty years, died in Lee County Hospital at the age 
of sixty-five. Through the illness and early death 
of this quiet, friendly teacher, scholar, and ad- 
ministrator, Auburn and Alabama suffered a 
considerable loss. 

One of Dr. McCann’s most memorable attri- 
butes was his infectious, eye-twinkling smile that 
often warmed the hearts of even his most casual 
acquaintances. And that smile still broke 
through as he continued performing some of his 
duties long after it became obvious that his last 
illness might prove fatal. 

Upon Dr. McCann’s death one of his friends 
remarked: “He was a gentleman—indeed a gentle 
man.” And he was that in all the current and 
historic senses of the term. There was much in 
Dr. McCann’s career to remind one of Words- 
worth’s affirmation that the “best portion of a 
good man’s life” consists “of his little, nameless, 
unremembered, acts of kindness and of love.” 

But we must not dwell too long upon the 
friendliness, warmth, and kindness of a remark=- 
ably good man. For devotion to principle was 
another characteristic of Franklin McCann, and 
the only really fitting tribute to him is one that 
attempts to perpetuate his cardinal principles. 

As scholar and teacher, Dr. McCann never 
lost sight of fundamentals. He recognized that 
man is a creature of time and space. Hence, he 
began many, probably all, of his courses in lit- 
erature with a concise, thorough review of the 
appropriate geography and history. And thus, it 
is logical that his major work of scholarship is a 
book entitled English Discovery of America to 
1585, a work dealing with the impact of discov- 
ery upon the minds, actions, and literature of a 
nation. This book, first published in in 1952, is 
now being reprinted by Octagon Press. 

Dr. McCann’s second step in teaching was to 
posit the basic, time-tested approaches for ana- 
lyzing a literary work. Then he built the re- 
mainder of the course upon those two basic steps. 
Neither he nor his students ever floated through 
thick mists upon an unchartered sea of specula- 
tion, for the teacher could always pilot through 
the most difficult passage by steady reference to 
his two basic instruments. Yet the course was 
never prosaic or mechanical. 

That firm belief in fundamentals made some- 
thing of a crusader of this quiet, friendly pro-

In Memory Of A Lady 


Perhaps foremost among those who never re, 
ceive full credit for their contributions to a uni- 
versity such as Auburn are the wives of faculty 
members. This failure in courtesy takes some 
sanction from the custom of considering the fac. 
ulty family as a unit. 

But The Alumnews would be remiss indeed if 
it neglected any attempt to pay some portion of 
the tribute due the late Mrs. Paul Haines (nee 
Eleanor Josephine Whittier), whose premature 
death on April 29, 1969, shocked us. 

Actually, Mrs. Haines, as librarian for the 
School of Architecture and the Arts, was for sey. 
eral years a member of the faculty. But her ser. 
vice there was an integral part of her service to 
Auburn, and that consisted, in the most basig 
terms, of being what she was by nature—a love. 
ly, gracious, and inspiring lady. 

Mrs. Haines’ particular services would con- 
stitute a list too long to enumerate here. (And 
who could be certain of compiling a complete 
one?) So let one concrete example suffice to 
suggest the whole. During her early years here, 
she was a moving spirit in the establishment and 
publication of The Auburn Review, Auburn's 
first literary magazine. (After a lapse of several 
years The Auburn Review is now back in cir- 
culation.) 

Throughout that first phase of The Review's 
existence, Mrs. Haines was a contributor, a critic, 
and an inspiration to fledgling writers. She in- 
spired by being—in all of her capacities—above 
cant, hyper-sensitivity, or superficiality, by being 
the kind of a genuine lady who elicits from her 
associates their greatest virtues. She had the 
ability to make one realize that culture and com- 
passion are not only compatible but virtually 
synonymous. We shall miss her gracious presence 
very deeply.—J.R.,Jr. 


fessor. As a teacher, an administrator, and a 
leader of the Alabama College English Teachers 
Association, Dr. McCann fought long and hard 
for the primacy of subject matter in the curricu- 
lum of future teachers, particularly future Eng- 
lish teachers. 

That high school graduates should be able to 
conjugate the verbs of their own language was 
a matter of firm conviction with him. And he 
found it appalling that the majority of our Ala- 
bama high school graduates could not conjugate 
that most common and most irregular of English 
verbs: the verb to be. His deep concern did not 
grow out of any pedantic or mystical belief in the 
efficacy of conjugation, but out of his conviction 
that the good workman must master his tools. 
And the most basic tool of an educated man 55; 
after all, language. 

Dr. McCann was above all a whole man, pat- 
ticipating fully in the activities* of the Auburn 
community as a father, churchman, member © 
the school board, and civic worker. He supported 
efforts to improve the lot of the racial minority 
in our city. But his commitment here, a else 
where, was to strong compassion exercised in ac 
cordance with the principles of common sensé 
and reason. He saw nothing to be gained for any- 
one through militance, stridence, oF self-right 
eous arrogance. He did not consider it either 
helpful or complimentary to condone rash be 
havior or slovenly work. 

His method in all that he did was to inspire & 
striving for excellence through his ow? example

Crosland Demurs 


The rambling, incoherent ar- 
ticle by Jerry Roden, Jr., in your 
March-April issue is an insult to 
one’s intelligence. Mr. Roden 
seeks to calm what he presumes 
to be apprehensions concerning 
“sweeping changes on The 
Plains” by reassuring the read- 
ers that nothing has been 
changed by the Rev. William 
Sloan Coffin’s address; and, in 
fact, just to prove it he states 
that the arch conservative, for- 
mer editor of the Richmond 
News, James J. Kilpatrick, will 
address the student body this 
month. 

Mr. Roden states rather mat- 
ter-of-factly that freedom of 
speech at Auburn was guaran- 
teed by a federal court edict in 
much the same way as integra- 
tion came about five years ago. 
He states that the President of 
Auburn University has, “through 
outward restraint and public dig- 
nity .. . cushioned the blows of 
change,” and that in doing so 
Auburn has remained the “same 
friendly, moderately conserva- 
tive institution of higher learn- 
ing she has always been.”

Forging Ideas 


At both the national and state 
level, in my judgement, the great 
challenge of our time is the forg- 
ing of some concrete idea of our 
purpose as a people—and some 
orderly plan for the future. 

Walter Lipmann, the colum- 
nist, may have put it correctly 
when he said, “The critical 
is that, 
for the time being, our people do 
not have great purposes for 


which they are united in want- 


ing to achieve.” 

We have not succeeded in truly 
establishing our goals as a na- 
tion and as a people during the 
first 200 years of our history— 
and we have graphic proof in 
some of the major problems that 
face America today. 

Our present dilemma in Viet- 
name, according to many experts 
on international affairs, came 
about because we had no firm 
foreign policy in Southeast Asia. 
We are told that we have only a 
small handful of people in this 
country who even understand the 


' Asian mind — who comprehend 


the intricacies of dealing with a 
people far removed from our 
Western culture and tradition.

world’s power structure, neglect- 
ed to prepare ourselves for deal- 
ing with modern Asia. Our di- 
plomacy had made no provision 
for facing the impact on today’s 
world of a continent with over 
half the world’s population. 

Thus, we have, through the 
past 25 years, dealt with Asian 
problems with a crisis approach. 
And no sooner have we been out 
of one crisis, than we have been 
in another. 

Here at home, the almost ov- 
erwhelming problems of urban 
America have caught us with our 
collective pants down. Suddenly, 
we are a nation with vast urban 
centers — great melting pots of 
people faced with a crisis in 
housing, a crisis in crime control, 
a crisis in transportation, a crisis 
in education, a crisis in employ- 
ment, a crisis in race relations— 
and the list goes on and on. 

Now, we are at the moment 
when our urban planners tell us 
it will take literally billions of 
dollars to undo the damage to 
our cities that has been done by 
decades of improper planning— 
or lack of planning. 


Crisis In Education 


Right here in Alabama, we 
face a crisis in education — a 
place where we have been many 
times before. We have dealt with 
our educational problems on a 
crisis basis for too long. 

Here, we have an opportunity 
now to rebuild our educational 
system with a fresh approach— 
a look to the future needs of our 
state and our people. And unless 
we modernize, we’ll one day suf- 
focate under the weight of crisis. 

Your generation has been 
handed a full-blown pandora’s 
box of problems—and it there- 
fore falls your lot to add some 
method to the madness. 

I hope your generation will be 
known as the age of foresight— 
the age of creative thought. For 
too long, we have viewed our 
world narrowly. It remains for 
you to find new directions, new 
approaches to age-old problems. 

And not only must you ap- 
proach the present problems cre-

atively, you must plan for the 
future so that you anticipate cri- 
ses before they happen. 

I read somewhere about a sign 
that Henry Waterson, the late - 
editor of the Louisville Courier, 
kept on his desk.

Learn From Errors 


For here in our state, we have 
the opportunity to learn from 
the mistakes of the past and to 
avoid the pitfalls that have sty- 
mied many other areas of our 
country. 

As Alabama moves from an 
agriculturally-oriented to an ur- 
ban state, we have the opportun- 
ity to form a new kind of urban 
society. Through planning and 
wise use of our talents and re- 
sources, we can solve such vital 
problems as housing, air and wa- 
ter polution, and transportation 
before they assume the mam- 
moth proportions of other areas. 

In education, we are already 
learning much from the mistakes 
of the past—and now, before it 
becomes too late, we are making 
an effort to streamline and mod- 
ernize our educational system to 
make it more attuned to modern 
times. 

In conservation and recreation, 
we are already making great 
strides that other areas are sim- 
ply unable to attempt at this 
point. Our parks development 
program, for example, will pro- 
vide fine recreational areas for 
our growing population for years

to come—and not at the exorbi- 
tant prices we find in building 
parks in many of the nation’s 
-now-metropolitan area. 


In all of these areas, and many 
more, we have a chance to leap- 
frog over many sections of 
America which are now so bound 
by the strait-jacket of their 
problems that they are unable to 
make real progress in solving 
them. 

But the time has come when 
Alabama must make its decision 
to move ahead. Already — and 
this may surprise you — Ala- 
bama is more of an urban state, 
population-wise, than Georgia, 

Mississippi, Louisiana, Tennes- 
see, Arkansas, North Carolina, 
or South Carolina. Over 70 per 
cent of our people now live in 
cities, towns, and suburbs. We 
are finding ourselves faced with 
problems of urbanization that 
Alabama’s leaders of a decade 
ago never dreamed of. 

So I look to Alabama’s Ses- 
quicentennial year as a time of 
challenge—we must decide now 
to act and plan on a wide range 
of fronts from education to trans- 
portation—from conservation to 
housing—from industrial devel- 
opment to better government. 

Your stake in this venture as 
young Alabamians is a vital one. 
These are your problems as well 
as mine. And the decisions to 
meet them squarely with creative 
action must be yours as well as 
that of your fellow citizens. 

We need the commitment of 
every Alabamian — and we es- 
pecially need your keen minds, 
your enthusiasm, your ideals, 
and your creative spirit in this 
great undertaking. 

As you continue your educa-

“The Urban Crisis,” theme of the 11th annual Auburn 
Conference on International Affairs, was the target of eight 
gationally-known speakers on the Auburn campus last 


April. Their consensus: A single 
wiution to the problems of 
America’s cities, in a country 
ghich has been urban for the 
past fifty years, is impossible. 
Housing, unemployment, trans- 
portation, an eroding tax base, 
education, and the relationships 
between black and white are all 
a part of the ‘Urban Crisis,” said 
yeynoter, Robert C. Wood. 


Redesign System 


The former secretary of Hous- 
ng and Urban Development in 
the Johnson Administration chal- 
jenged the present generation to 
“edesign the complex system 
which affects the well-being of 
ys all. You can begin in the 
South where new cities are be- 
ginning to grow and where out- 
dated resort cities still sprawl.” 

Wood said three years of rapid 

legislative action have provided 

the tools. He enumerated “catch- 
up” jobs, rebuilding and new de- 
| yelopment, and “effective man- 
‘ggement of large cities while 
| preserving the sense of commun- 
ity,” as additional tools.

Guaranteed Wage 


Senator Abraham Ribicoff (D- 
Conn.) recommended guaranteed 
job opportunities at an adequate 
wage for all who are willing and 
able to work, including public 
service employment for those 
who cannot find work in the pri- 
vate sector. “We would be wiser 
to speak of employing the poor 
and the unskilled as a first re- 
sort of economic policy,” he said. 

Sen. Ribicoff also said there 
should be an end to substandard, 
overcrowded and_ overpriced 
housing in urban areas, a broad- 
er responsibility for financing 
public education, and compre- 
hensive child health care to in- 
clude an end to hunger and mal- 
nutrition. 

“National welfare standards 
and payments would strengthen 
those families who need this as- 
sistance, not destroy them,” he 
said, and suggested a “new 
Hoover-type commission to mod- 
ernize the federal government.” 


“Go To Work” 


Countered syndicated colum- 
nist, James J. Kilpatrick: “Why 
don’t the ghetto dwellers go to 
work?” He read every category 
from 198 columns of help wanted 
ads in the Washington Post, add- 
ing, ‘There are thousands of jobs 
in all of America’s cities they can 
do. I don’t think racial discrimi- 
nation and labor antagonism are 
the reasons why these people 
don’t work. Most of them, I sus- 


pect, think jobs are beneath 
them.” 
Kilpatrick continued, “It is 


time for ghetto dwellers to take 
to heart Poor Richard’s advice 
that God helps those who help 
themselves. The country is tired 
of the cry for support of ghetto 
dwellers when it sees them doing 
little to help themselves.” 
Kilpatrick blamed America’s

urban instability on a “loss of 
interest in the church, a watering 
down of the law, and a disdain 
for the social order.” 

Dr. Harlan. Hatcher, former 
president of the University’ of 
Michigan, contrasted the amount 
of money spent on space and 
weapons with the “microscopic” 
amount spent for research in ur- 
ban problems, and said the cities 
of the world were not too differ- 
ent from those in the United 
States. 


Cities Expanding 


“Cities are expanding with no 
plan, no skill or understanding 
to guide them. Unless extraordi- 
nary measures are taken, nothing 
will be fast enough or effective 
enough to help.” 

The normal population growth 
and the migration to the cities of 
large amounts of rural people 
are responsible, Hatcher § said. 
The more affluent have left the 
city for the suburbs, leaving the 
“ghetto” behind. Such migration 
has removed the economic tax 
base from the cities. By no later 
than the ’70s, he predicted, the 
cities will contain a majority of 
Negro citizens. 

Hatcher touched briefly on the 
need for mass transportation and 
on the psychological effect of 
high rise buildings on people. He 
asked for more cooperation be- 
tween individual agencies. 


Black View 


John Dean, the only Negro 
among ACOIA speakers, and as- 
sociate director of the national 
Urban Coalition, said, “The Ne- 
gro wants what whites want—a 
good living, a good education. He 
does not mean to take it like a 
thief in the night, but he is tired 
of living on the fringes of your 
society, taking your cast-off 
clothing, and getting your re- 
medial education to embrace a 
white culture.” 

“Unless basic changes are 
made in this country for blacks, 
they will destroy the system even 
if it means destroying them- 
selves,” he said. 


Local Action 


Focusing attention to the local 
scene, Dean said, “In this com- 
munity you should find out about 
its world. We are under a sen- 
tence of death. Find out the na- 
ture of the black man—who he 
is. He is no longer what you 
would like him to be. He does 
not want welfare. You need to 
find where he is going. He may 
be initiating a new morality 
based on how much help can be 
rendered to his fellow man, and 
in the process he may just re- 
ject your big cars and houses.” 

Dean said that black people no 
longer consider themselves a mi- 
nority. “They consider the whites 
a minority.” Black students want 
educational institutions to be rel- 
evant, he said. And, “Black peo- 
ple want some power over deci- 
sions that affect their lives.” 

Dean called coalitions effective

in solving the common problems 
of the city, particularly through 
communication and coordination 
with individual agencies. ‘Local 
coalitions can serve as the mech- 
anism to pull leadership together 
and to give all the community a 
voice in the total direction of its 
life,” he said. 


America Rich 


Robert Goralski, NBC news- 
man, pointed out that the USS. is 
rich enough to take care of the 
problems of the cities, “if the 
people have the will.” 

The veteran Vietnam corre- 
spondent suggested looking more 
closely at the supersonic trans- 
port program, the man in space 
programs, and the war in Viet- 
nam. But, he said, even if the 
war were ended, it would prob- 
ably not release more than seven 
to $10 million from the already 
established 40-45 per cent of the 


national budget now allotted for 
defense. 

Goralski repeated, “It is not 
the lack of money, but the allo- 
cation of it and proper admin- 
istration of programs.” He called 
Nixon a “status quo president,” 
and said the people’s will must 
be expressed through the Con- 
gress, 

In the closing address, Barry 
Gottehrer, chairman of New 
York City’s Urban Action Task 
Force, said, ““Communication wiil 
not solve all problems, but few 
problems can be solved without 
communication. 

“We must not ignore the facts 
and hide behind meaningless 
cliches such as ‘law and order.’ 
As long as the conditions exist 
that breed the growing unrest 
across our nation, be it on col- 
lege campuses or on our cities’ 
streets—the potential for disor- 
der, disruption, and violence will 
remain.”
